If you are 
preaching, working at secular work, or 
not doing either, we want you to report 
promptly each month. On the state over- 
seer’s books each minister has an individ- 
ual page which shows just as your report 
shows. If you fail to fill out the report 
or fail to send in any report, there is your 
record. If you are working at secular 
work, be sure to pay tithes where your 
membership is. Remember the ruling rel- 
ative to the aged ministers’ fund, page 
106 of the new Minutes, states that if 
our remuneration from ALL sources 
equals $50.00 per month or more we are 














to pay one per cent of our income to this 
fund and send in with our report to 
Headquarters each month. Some pay only 
on what they receive from the ministry, 
but the Minutes read from ALL sources. 


Let us stand by the rulings of the Assem- ‘ 


bly. One day, if the Lord tarries, you and 
I will be old and need some assistance. We 
are counting on you to be loyal. 


Church clerks, see that your reports are 
mailed each month. Don’t let your church 
miss the “honor roll” by your negligence. 
At this writing, which is the 12th, about 
80% of our churches have reported to 
the state overseer, while near 90% of the 
ministers have reported. Come on, let’s 
get up to that 100% mark and hold it 
there. Only about 38% of the churches 
have reported to the state secretary and 
treasurer with the 5% mission quota. You 
remember it is a ruling of the Assembly 
that we pay this mission money. Pastors, 
we are depending on you to see that it is 
raised and half of it sent to Headquarters 
and the other half to the state secretary 
and treasurer, L. H. Aultman, Box 42, 
Powderly, Ala.

POLITICS 
is the method to be used in bringing the 
“man of sin” to his seat of power, and 
I believe the Scriptures will bear me out 
in stating that politics is one of the wea- 
pons used by Satan in all the ages in 
combating love. , 
BEHOLD THE POLITIC-ER 

(Note: I use this adulteration to dif- 
ferentiate between the politician of gov- 
ernments and the one used in this ar- 
ticle. ) 

Politic-ing had its origin before man 
was created, it seems. I believe that Luc- 
ifer decided that God had departed from 
the Way in proclaiming that the Word 
(Jesus) should become King and that 
every knee should bbw to Him and 
planned to pull out and establish the 
true (?), which was the exaltation 
of himself. He must have gone from an- 
gel to angel politic-ing, saying that he 
would take over things. Isa. 14:13, 14. 

He won a third of the angels over on 
his side (Rev. 12:4) and started up in 
oppositién to God. Copy-catting every 
thing that God does he builds a system 
to seduce all, from being filled with wine 
wherein is excess, to his church trinity 
and diefication of sin. The final wind- 
up will be the lake of fire. 


THE CHURCH IN THE WILDER- 
NESS 

Numbers, the 12th chapter, records the 
case of a man and woman politic-ing 
among the brethren, boasting that they 
were as great as their leader. The results 
of this getting of heads together was that 
the Church journeyed not for seven days 
until the leprosy member was healed. 

The sixteenth chapter of Numbers tells 
us of the opening of the earth to swallow 
three whole families, and of a plague in 
the Church which killed fourteen thou- 
sand and seven hundred souls, all be- 
cause of three politic-ers who sowed dis- 
cord among the brethren against the man 
in the office they themselves coveted. 


IN THE DAYS OF THE KINGS 
there were many examples of the harmful 
effects of the politic-er, only one of 
which we will use; found in 2 Sam. 15, 
16, 17 and 18 chapters. 

The man Absalom, who wanted to be 
king, prepared himself with all the pomp 
of the time and stood in the gate where 
he could politic all that came to Jerusa- 
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lem. He even went so far as to kiss them 
in his lust for self-glory. 


The results of this scheme was the di- 
viding of the kingdom, the dethroning 
of God’s king, and the loss of twenty 
thousand men in battle, the politic-er 
himself dying in a tree caught by his own 
shame. 2 Sam. 14:26; 1 Cor. 11:14. 

IN THE EARLY CHURCH 
James and John, the sons of Zebedee, were 
caught in the snare and politiced for the 
right and left. hand which caused the 
others to be much displeased. 

The politic-er can be seen in the action 
of Simon the sorcerer for he tried to 
merchandise the gift of the Holy Ghost. 
Remorse and bitterness was his pay. 

The politic-ers were at work in the 
Corinthian church in Paul’s time and the 
results of their efforts were seen in envy, 
strife and divisions. 1 Cor. 3. 

AND THERE ARE 
those politic-ers who gain the limelight 
through their policy, raising themselves 
to chief seats by their magisterialness. 
Luke 14:7-11. I believe Diotrephes should 
be placed in this class, 3 John 9:10, as 
well as Balaam, the son of Beor, who had 
his eyes on the gains of this world, Num. 
22:17. The penalty for this type of poli- 
tic-er is humiliation, shame, and death. 
THAT 


the Church would continue to be prayed 
upon by the politic-er was seen by the 
Apostle Paul, Acts 20:29, 30, and the 
results would be the devouring of souls, 
sedition and divisions. 

We need only to visit various fields of 
Christendom today to see the effects of 
the politic-er’s work; souls that are bleed- 
ing, saints that are in confusion, soft 
hearts that have become hardened, and 
many that are bruised in the mausoleums 
of sin. 

LOVE 
gives no place to such methods but has 
as its motto, “IN HONOR PREFER- 
RING ONE ANOTHER.”

sympathizers. The issue of communism came to a head, it is 
said, over a resolution on the war between Russia and Finland. 
The communistic-minded wished to pass the resolution ignor- 
ing the Russo-Finnish war. The resolution was supposed to be 
one of peace. All this goes to show that communism is not bred 
in illiteracy, that many of those who are supposed to have had 
the greatest of literary opportunities have become communistic- 
minded. 

These things bring the suggestion that the Christian should 
live closer to God and let His light shine brighter than ever be- 
fore for the religion of Christ and of our God is more powerful 
than that of the Antichrist, and its adherents must hold tena- 
ciously to it, not only by way of profession but also by precept 
and example.

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Will The Church Go Through The Tribulation? 


UCH discussion has been made as to 

whether or not the Church will go 
through the great tribulation. There are 
three theories as to when the Church will 
be raptured. 


1. One theory held by a goodly number 
of prophetic students is: the Church will 
be raptured just before Antichrist takes 
his seat of authority, basing their doctrine 
on the passage found in 2 Thess. 2:7, 8, 
“For the mystery of iniquity doth already 
work: only he who now letteth will let, 
until he be taken out of the way. And 
then shall that Wicked be revealed, whom 
the Lord shall consume with the spirit of 
his mouth, and shall destroy with the 
brightness of his coming.” 

That is, the Church will see nothing of 
the Antichrist reign or kingdom. 

2. The second theory is: the Church 
will go through part of the tribulation 
period,—the first half of the week of 
years of the beast’s kingdom, but not the 
latter half. Thus the Church will .escape 
the cruelty of the Antichrist manifested 
during the latter half of his reign, based 
upon the scripture found in Rev. 3:10, 
“Because thou hast kept the word of my 
patience (hope of His coming), I also 
will keep thee from the hour of tempta- 
tion, which shall come upon all the world 
to try them that dwell upon the earth.” 

The hour referred to in verse 10, is the 
time of Antichrist fury against both the 
Jews and nominal Christians, when he 
shall exercise supreme power over the Re- 
vived Roman Empire or United States of 
Europe. Rev. 17:12, 13. 

3. The third theory is: the Church will 
go through all the entire period of the 
seven years of tribulation, thus suffering 
the full fury of the dragon, or Satan, to- 
gether with the Jews. Matt. 24:29, 30, 
“Immediately after the tribulation of 
those days shall the sun be darkened, and 
the moon shall not give her light, and the 
stars shall fall from heaven, and the pow- 
ers of the heavens shall be shaken, And 
then shall appear the sign of the Son of 
man in heaven: and then shall all the 
tribes of the earth mourn, and they shall 
see the Son of man coming in the clouds 
of heaven with power and great glory.” 
Also Rev. 20:4 and 7:14, “And I saw the 
souls of them that were beheaded for the 
witness of Jesus, and for the word of 
God, and which had not worshipped the 
beast, neither his image, neither had re- 
ceived his mark upon their foreheads, or 
in their hands: and they lived and reigned 
with Christ a thousand years. . . . These 
are they which came out of great tribu- 
lation, and have washed their robes, and 
made them white in the blood of the 
Lamb.”

in Revelation, 16th chapter, but will be 
resurrected and translated just before the 
battle of Armageddon, when the vials of 
God’s wrath will be emptied upon the 
Antichristian kingdom. Thus these saints 
will suffer under the Antichrist, but not 
suffer the judgments of God meant for 
the Antichristian world. They will suffer 
martyrdom under the Man of Sin, hunger, 
thirst, persecutions, heat, pain, and death. 
These tribulation saints represent the 
great company of Christians who have 
failed to meet prerequisites for translation 
before the revelation ofthe Antichrist. 

I believe that the overcomers of this 
Church age will be raptured before the 
tribulation, even before the Antichrist is 
revealed. I base my conviction on the 
words of Jesus when He said in Luke 21: 
36, “Watch ye therefore and pray always, 
that ye may be counted worthy to ES- 
CAPE all these things that shall come 
to pass, and stand before the Son of man.” 
In Mark 13:33-37, “What I say unto you, 
I say unto all, Watch.” That means also 
the ones living in the closing days of this 
dispensation. 

TWO GROUPS OF BELIEVERS 

In Revelation we have two groups of 
saints. One sitting on the throne with Je- 
sus. Rev. 3:21, ““To him that overcometh, 
I will grant to sit on my throne.” Second, 
““Multitudes standing before the throne 
with palm branches in their hands,” 
Rev. 7:14, 15; 20:4. 

PREREQUISITES FOR TRANS- 

LATION 

First, “OCCUPY till I come,” Luke 
19:13, 

OCCUPY means to work and to keep 
busy till the Lord comes. Jesus did not 
mean that you should have an easy, care- 
free life after you become a Christian. 
You MUST work. Work in the interest of 
the Church; visit the sick; help the poor; 
let your money work by giving it in 
tithes and offerings, work by exercising 
the talents that you have, and work for 
the salvation of lost souls. 2 Cor. 6:1, 
“We then, as workers together with him, 
beseech you also that ye receive not the 
grace of God in vain.” 

Second, PREPARE for His coming. 
Rev. 19:7; 1 John 3:3, “Let us be glad 
and rejoice, and give honour to him: for 
the marriage of the Lamb is come, and 
his wife hath MADE herself ready.” “And 
every man that hath this hope in him 
PURIFIETH himself, even as he is pure.” 

We know that Christ’s coming is near 
at hand, therefore, we should take an ac- 
count of ourselves and see if we measure 
up to the standard God has set for us. 
We must be pure, clean, undefiled before 


God, without spot or wrinkle. 2 Cor. 13: 
5, “Examine yourselves, whether ye be in 
the faith; prove your own selves. Know 
ye not your own selves, how that Jesus 
Christ is in you, except ye be reprobates?” 
Also, Rev. 22:11, 12; Eph. 5:25-27. We 
are overcomers through faith. 1 John 5:4. 

Third, LOOK for Him. Heb. 9:28, “So 
Christ was once offered to bear the sins 
of many; and unto them that LOOK for 
him shall he appear the second time, with- 
out sin, unto salvation.” 

Luke 21:28, “And when these things 
begin to come to pass, then LOOK UP 
and lift UP your heads, for your redemp- 
tion draweth nigh.” 

“Watch ye therefore, and pray always, 
that ye may be accounted worthy to ES- 
CAPE all these things that shall come to 
pass, and to stand before the Son of man,” 
Luke 21:36. 

If we are ready and prepared to go 
with Jesus when He returns, we will have 
no fear but we will look with happy an- 
ticipation for that day to come. Let us 
watch and be ready. With our gaze up- 
ward let us keep our eyes on Jesus the 
Author and Finisher of our faith.

Street. As you look at the picture you will notice a vast difference between our Ber- 
muda streets and the streets in the United States. It is just to the right of this pic- 
ture that the steamship company docks its large boats to load and unload its 
freight and passengers. You will not see any automobiles as they ‘are not used in 
Bermuda. You will notice on this street that there are many carriages being pulled 
by horses. These friendly colored drivers are waiting for the boat to bring American 
visitors to Bermuda. When the boat comes in they are kept busy for a while taking 
our visitors to different parts of the islands. Then their work ends till another boat 
comes in. 

You will notice that there are many bicycles along this street. Bicycles are our 
main means of transportation here fm Bermuda. Almost everybody here rides a 
bicycle. It would be hard to get anywhere in Bermuda without riding a bicycle, so 
it was only a few hours after we were in Bermuda until we (Sister Hughes and I) 
had us a bicycle apiece and were able to travel on the beautiful roads of Bermuda.

A HIDING PLACE 
Text: “A man shall be as an hiding 
place from the wind, and a covert from 
the tempest; as rivers of water in a dry 
place, as the shadow of a great rock in a 
weary land,” Isa. 32:2. 
This verse of scripture has been encour- 


agement and strength to us many times 
because of its promises. It is true that the 
lesson in the previous chapter gives us 
light on this text, how that the kingdom 
of Judah was threatened by the Assyrian 
army, and that old king Hezekiah was 
standing in great danger from Sennache- 
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rib, and that Sennacherib was defeated 
and returned to his own land. But along 
with this and with many other things 
that the Lord has done for us today, we 
must say that “The hand of the Lord has 
done this.” Now the text tells us that 
Isaiah looked into the future and saw 
how Judah would be delivered, and how 
the king should reign in righteousness 
and the princes should rule in judgment. 
But glory be to God, I am glad that we 
have this fulfilled in our day, “A man 
shall be as an hiding place.” The Lord Je- 
sus is our hiding place regardless of where 
we may be. The Lord is the only place for 
the Church of God to hide in these dan- 
gerous times. God’s people have found 
every part of the text to be true in this 
country (Bermuda) and not only here 
but everywhere. 

As we look into the text we find that 
the prophet has given us four distresses: 
1. The wind. 2. The tempest. 3. The 
drought. 4. The heat. 

1. “The wind.” “A hiding place from 
the wind.” In the month of November, 
1939, the people of Bermuda were able 
to know just what a windstorm was, as 
the wind began to blow the tops out of 
the beautiful trees and the people were 
not able to be out at times because of the 
stormy winds. It seemed for a while that 
it was going to destroy these beautiful 
islands but, no doubt, because of God’s 
promise to His people (and it is sure that 
God has some precious people in these is- 
lands) He put forth His hand and 
stopped the winds. Then was fulfilled 
“A man shall be as an hiding place from 
the wind.” A true man is one who de- 
fends and shelters those who are storm- 
tossed from the exposed places on the 
plains of human life. There are fierce and 
frivolous winds sweeping across our land 
today and many souls are being upturned 
and overthrown from their spiritual 
foundation just because they are not 
close to Him who can hide them from the 
wind. We think of many of our brethren 
who are swept by the cruel winds of the 
devil, and then we see how the true man 
is one who, when he finds such, goes and 
stands by the side of this one and hides or 
turns the winds in another direction, thus 
that man is a hiding piace.

An Associated Press dispatch from 
Santa Clara, California, tells us that

Many newspapers of late weeks are car- 
rying an advertisement. of a man adver- 
tising another new cult. The “ads” are 
headed with a question: “DO WE HAVE 
TO DIE?” The “ad” tells us that “A 
strange man in Los Angeles, known as 
the ‘voice of two worlds,’ reveals the 
story of a remarkable system that often 
leads to almost unbelievable improve- 
ment in the power of mind, achievement 
of brilliant business and professional suc- 
cess and new happiness. The man, a well- 
known explorer and geographer, tells how 
he found these strange methods in far-off 
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and mysterious Tibet. . . . . He discloses 
how he learned rare wisdom and long-hid- 
den practices closely guarded for 3,000 
years by the sages which enabled many to 
perform amazing feats... .. To that 
eternal question, “Do We Have To Die?” 
his answer is astounding, ete. Well, many 
people will fall for that line of so-called 
occultism, hook, line and sinker. God has 
the answer, “IT IS APPOINTED UNTO 
MAN ONCE TO DIE.” However, he 
will have his followers because “MANY 
WILL GIVE HEED TO SEDUCING 
SPIRITS AND DOCTRINES OF DEV- 
ILS.” WHEN? “IN THE LAST DAYS.” 

“A little more than fifty years ago, the 
United States had no country clubs. To- 
day we have almost 4,800 with about 
six hundred thousand members, whose ex- 
penditures for dues, fees, liquor and food 
approaches $400,000,000 a year.” The 
above quotation was culled from the cur- 
rent issue of COLLIERS. The amount 
spent in so-called good times by the rich 
and affluent would carry the “gospel of 
the kingdom” to the uttermost parts of 
the earth. However, “Evil men and se- 
ducers wax worse and worse.” 

The week of January 6-13 saw the 
bishops and leaders of the great United 
Methodist church convening at Char- 
lotte, N. C. for a huge missionary rally. 
The following excerpts from some of the 
addresses are very timely and worthy of 
our consideration as bearing upon the 
signs of the times: Said 70-year-old 
Bishop Blake, “No generation in the 
world’s history has faced a darker day 
than this present generation. Unless we 
can find some way of stopping this dam- 
nable business of war, civilization is go- 
ing down, Christianity has lost. We have 
just closed the most desperate decade in 
our history and the end is not yet.” Said 
Bishop Wade, the Missionary Bishop, “As 
to the German Methodists, I do know 
of something of those good people. They 
are most terribly misled. They have no 
newspapers that give them the truth, no 
radios. They know nothing of what is 
really happening.” As to Russia, the 
Bishop declared, ‘Conditions in Russia 
are terrible, as they have been for a long 
time now. We don’t hear much of Russia 
over here because it’s an old story now. 


There is no church there. For a long time 
I hoped that the Methodist church would 
be able to stay open, and, as a matter of 
fact, the government never said ‘close 
your church doors.’ To close the churches 
the government taxes the people who be- 
long. One man told me that his pastor’s 
wages were 480 rubles a year. The govern- 
ment taxed him 500 rubles a year, more 
than his salary. ‘What can you do?’ I 
asked the man. ‘Nothing,’ he replied, ‘ex- 
cept to raise the money, or else it is Si- 
beria (PRISON) for the preacher.’ So, 
the church closed its doors.” 

Yes, the Antichrist is opposed to the 
church. What should Holy Ghost people 
expect in these evil days? The darker the 
hour the greater the cause for rejoicing. 


The Charlotte (N. C.) Observer of - 


January 14 carries the following news 
from Berlin, Germany: “Germany’s Jews, 
already subjected to extensive restrictions, 
have received another shock in calling for 
ration cards for the period of Jan. 15 to 
Feb. 11. They found that coupons for a 
total of four and one-half ounces of meat 
and all coupons for podded vegetables 
such as beans and peas, were no good so 
far as the Jews were concerned. They were 
also denied other ration cards extended to 
other Germans. No longer can they pur- 
chase sweets... .. They must have the 
letter ‘J’ stamped on their cards so the 
grocer can discriminate against them 
ys One Poultry and fish are also denied 
them... 3s Jews must do all their 
trading between noon and 2 o’clock, 
others can trade at any time. Every Ger- 
man must have a clothing card but Jews 
are not allowed to have them..... 
Jews are required to stay indoors after 8 
o'clock each night. ... It has been 
pointed out that the regime knows the 
status of every Jew, has seized virtually 
all Jewish wealth and has but one more 
interest, therefore; namely, to get the 
Jew out of the country.” 


The advance guard of the Jews are al- 
ready in the homeland. Shortly after the 
revelation of the Antichrist the Jews will 
all head for the Palestinian country. The

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After material for printing has been 
transcribed and corrected, it is taken to 
the Linotype operators to be, set up. These 
men operate machines that set a line of 
type at a time. On the side of the machine 
is a long bar of Linotype metal which 
is suspended in a melting pot heated by 
electricity. On the front of the machine 
is a keyboard similar to that of a type- 
writer. The operators spell out on these 
keys the compositions that they wish to 
set up. The touch of each key releases a 
character (or letter) indented in a piece 
of brass called a matrix, forms a line and 
is carried on a carriage before a slot 
through which a plunger presses a slug of 
metal from the melting pot and forms a 
line of type made against the matrices 
which have just been carried to the slot. 
As soon as the slug upon which the line 


of type is formed is completed a large bar

reaches over and takes the matrices and 
distributes them back in the magazines 
from which they came, every one in its 
proper place. 

To watch one of these machines is a 
very beautiful sight. It makes one think 
of ‘a process through which the child of 
God may go in order to be a real publish- 
er of the gospel of our Lord and Savior 
Jesus Christ. He must first be placed into 
the Lord’s melting pot and then squeezed 
out through a divine process and im- 
printed with the message of God on his 
heart, that he may be able to transfer it 
to the lives of thousands of others. 

The operator at the far machine is J. 
D. Hyberger who has been an employee of 
the Church of God Publishing House for 
nineteen years. He received the baptism 


of the Holy Ghost in the old Church of 


God Publishing House the first year he 
worked for the Church. Through these 
nineteen years of service he has almost 
become a part of the institution, spiritual- 
ly as well as an efficient operator. He is, 
and has been for many years, one of the 
deacons of the local Church of God in 
Cleveland, Tennessee, and his Christian 
character as well as his efficiency is un- 
impeachable. 

The operator at the front machine is 
J. P. Baldree who has been in the em- 
ployment of the Publishing House for six 
years. Brother Baldree is also a member 
of the Church of God and had the experi- 
ence of the Baptism when he came to 
Cleveland. He came from South Georgia 
where he had been working as a Linotype 
operator for some time before. 

It is with these machines that these

Greetings in Jesus: 

*‘Now thanks be unto God, which al- 
ways causeth us to triumph in Christ...” 
These precious words were uttered by a 
great man, a man whose purposes, plans 
and duties, in fact, his complete life was 
changed after his talk with Jesus’ on the 
way to Damascus. 

I feel that Paul’s words convey the 
sentiment of the members at East Chat- 
tanooga. This church is blessed by having 
had so many good pastors. We believe the 
present building is a monument to all of 
their faithfulness. Also, this church has 
produced a number of faithful, active 
ministers, too. 

Back in the early part of 1938 there 
were sO many necessary repairs on our 
building that demanded attention, it was 
decided to have services elsewhere and do 
a complete remodeling job. Rev. H. R. 
Morehead, our pastor at that time, worked 
faithfully at the job. Many contributed 
generously, others gave free labor. Yet, 
with all of that, it became necessary to 
borrow two thousand dollars. Well, all 
through the summer we labored and 
looked forward with great anticipation to 
the time we could be back at “home.” 


We saw steel beams erected to make the 
building more substantial, and the stones 
as they were placed one on the other; up 
and up the building went. It was within 
one month of completion, a _ beautiful 
stone-veneered structure, when early one 
Monday morning a mysterious fire de- 
stroyed our building. It was a pitiful 
sight. This, of course, meant a loss of 
several thousand dollars to the members

with only two thousand dollars insurance. 
And too, it took over $1,600 to liquidate 
a loan. The intense heat twisted the big 
steel beams which made it necessary to 
remove them; in fact, everything had to 
be torn away to the foundation. We 
thought for a while the city’s inspector 
would condemn the foundation also. This 
fire was a terrible blow to the church. In 
the midst of it all God was with us. A 
poet expressed it very nicely when he said, 
“Just when I need Him most, Jesus is 
near to comfort and cheer, just when I 
need Him most.” That’s a true and lovely 
thought, isn’t it? 


Because of illness, Rev. H. R. More- 
head felt it necessary to change climate. 
Rev. E. E. Winters, of North Carolina, 
accepted the pastorate. With the aid of 
a $5,000 loan and other forms of pledges, 
along with $8,000 pledges in the form of 


insurance, the building has been erected 
again. This commodious building is situ- 
ated at the foot of the historical Mission- 
ary Ridge, which can be seen at the left 
of the photograph. The new church has a 
seating capacity of 800 in the main audi- 
torium. It is heated by the latest type 
equipment in steam heating, the plant 
costing approximately $1,700. Lighting 
of the main auditorium is by use of four 
chandeliers which shed indirect lighting. 
Each of these chandeliers contains ten full 
daylight florescent bulbs. All remaining 
to be finished are the finishing touches to 
the pastor’s study and the completion of 
eleven Sunday School rooms and a small 
auditorium in the basement. The cost of 
the building will be around $15,000; it 
is said that a duplication of the church 
would cost $20,000. 


The dedication services were in August. 
Rev. E. L. Simmons, at that time our 
state overseer, also a former pastor, re- 
viewed the history of the local church. 
Rev. S. W. Latimer spoke in the after- 
noon. Both of these messages were splen- 
did. We’ve had two good revivals since; 
the first by Rev. D. B. Yow, the latter 
being conducted by Rev. E. M. Morten- 
son. A number were added to the church. 
Rev. E. M Ellis has been back with us 
several times, others too, but space will 
not permit me to mention them all. How- 
ever, it’s a pleasure to have these precious 
men of God with us. Our pastor, Rev. E. 
E. Winters, is an energetic worker. All 
the members appreciate the untiring ef- 
forts of this servant of the Lord. It is re- 
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Prayer! If you enjoy this medium of 
contact with the supernatural, there is no 
better place for you than the Church of 
God Bible Training School. Prayer is as- 
sociated with all the activities of the 
school. If you were to stay in one of the 
dormitories some day or night, you would 
have the privilege of hearing many re- 
mote and near-by prayers ascend to the 
Father from consecrated young students.

HITLER OF NIETZSCHISM??? 
CAN HE CLAIM GOD’S HELP???

“He that walketh in his uprightness 
feareth the Lord: but he that is perverse 
in his ways despiseth him,” Prov. 14:2. 


Adolph Hitler, the great dictator of the 
lands and populace of Germany, another 
would-be world dictator, persecutor of 
Christianity and all that is right and of 
God; a fulfillment of Bible prophecy, a 
man having the spirit of the devil to per- 
form the wicked slaying of the thousands 
of men, the starvation of women and 
children, claiming friendship and loyalty 
with his own people and then heading 
them out on a battle front to meet death 
in a heathenish war for the gain of riches, 
which some day soon will be as worth- 
less as the mire of sin itself.

Nietzschism,—the religion or philoso- 
phy of Frederick Nietzsche of Germany, 
who died insane in the year of about 1900.

Hitler, who 
has turned unto the god of forces, idola- 
try, and covetousness of worldly gain, is 
surely helping to place the abomination of 
desolation. Looking for sympathy from

fered for us in the flesh. 

Undoubtedly we all have learned when 
going through the valley of the shadow 
of death and when the enemy is trying 
us so hard, then we ask ourselves the 
question, ““Why does God allow this to 
come our way?” Perhaps we forget that 
at times we earnestly prayed that God 
would make us more like Him and give us 
more divine love, give us greater visions 
and revelations of Himself. We forget 
that at such times the dust, as it were, is 
wiped out of our eyes and we get a better 
vision of God than we had before, and 
after the trial is over we find ourselves 
richer in love, deeper in God, having more 
patience, having more longsuffering, and 
above all, having a tender feeling for 
those who are out in sin. We have learned 
more of the secret of praying, we have 
found a greater spirit of praise in our 
hearts than we ever had before. We have 
often thought on the words of the 
Psalmist David when he tells us that 
God’s people sometimes are tried as sil- 
ver is tried; that they are brought into 
the net, that affliction is laid upon their 
loins, that men have ridden over their 
heads, they have gone through fire and 
water, then he mentions the glorious fact 
that through it all God brought them in- 
to a wealthy place. 

There is something about hardships that 
the natural man shuns. There is a ten- 
dency to draw away, but it remains a fact 
that if we want God’s best, it is obtained 
only by following Christ implicitly. It 
means that we must set our faces like 
a flint, take up our cross and follow Hirn 
daily, and ever keep looking unto Jesus 
the author and finisher of our faith, who 
for the joy that was set before Him en- 
dured the cross, despised the shame, but 
He is now at the right hand of His 
Father in heaven. Someone has said that 
the true tried child of God has the joy 
that is to be coveted. His testimony has 
a sweet ring. His prayers are effective. 
The preaching of that kind of a man 
feeds the heart. It has that in it that sat- 
isfies the soul, and usually his messages 
bring conviction to the unsaved.

21:28 Jesus said, “What think ye, 
a certain man had two sons, and he came 
to the first and said, Son, go work today 
in my vineyard,” etc. Most every one ac- 
cepts this as a parable, but Christ does not 
designate it as such. 

As stated by the Editor in the former 
explanation, it makes no difference 
whether this was a true happening or 
whether it was not, it is a laying beside, 
a comparison, and even though it actual- 
ly happened, it is comparable to things 
that might take place in these days and 
was given to teach such a lesson.

going to rain. It comes all at once, there- 
fore, we have to take our raincoats with 
us all the time. We carry them in our 
bicycle basket, thus we are always pre- 
pared for the rain. It may not rain long 
at a time but it rains enough to get you 
wet if you are not prepared for the rain. 
So we can see that it is not always the 
latter rain that is falling. The devil can 
cause the tempest to come suddenly and 
strong against our souls, but the text 
says, ““A man shall be a covert from the 
tempest.” We hear Job say, “They are 
wet with the showers of the mountains, 
and embrace the rock for want of a shel- 
ter,” Job 24:8. When the showers of the 
tempest come in like a flood we can em- 
brace the rock for want of shelter, and 
even though we may be seven hundred 
miles from our homeland, out in the 
ocean in the Islands of Bermuda, we can 
find the “sweet Rock of Ages” to hide 
from the tempest. 


3. “The Drought.” “As rivers of water 
in a dry place.” I am sure that everybody 
can imagine the tragedies of thirst. When 
there is a great thirst we would give 
anything for something to satisfy that 
thirst. We here in Bermuda are in a place 
to know what drought means. There are 
two or three months in the year when 
the rain is held up and, of course, the 
people who don’t have extra large water 
tanks run out of water and then there 
is a drought on. Then those that run out 
of water have to go and do what the wise 
virgins told the foolish virgins, “Go 
ye rather tothem that sell and 
buy.” There may be times when our 
souls have become thirsty, then we know 
that the text is real; when we seek the 
Lord with our whole heart we find “A 
man shall be as rivers of water in a dry 
place.” Then as the dew falls, so shall our 


souls be watered. In many ways we are 
made to know that God will be to our 
thirsty souls as rivers of water. There are 
dry and hard places in human life. A 
dry heart is perhaps the saddest and the 
most appalling thing in human life, and 
it is more common than many suppose, 
but wherever it is found, the true man 
will be to that dry heart like a river of 
plenteous water. We have found that to 
be true that David said, ‘“‘There is a river 
and the streams whereof make glad the 


city of God.” 


4. “The Heat.” “As the shadow of a 
great rock in a weary land.” Many times 
if we did not wear our helmet the heat 
of the Bermuda Islands would be too 
much for us to stand, and it is true in our 
Christian life that the heated trials and 
troubles of this life sometimes get heavy 
and hard to bear, but we can then look to 
our text, ““A man shall be as the shadow 
of a great rock in a weary land.” A man 
shall be a refuge, rivers of water, the 
shadow of a great rock. I wonder what 
we find in Christ that would make a 
refuge or a shadow of a great rock? But 
then we see how often Jesus has been to 
our souls a hiding place from all manner 
of storms. “‘Jesus”’—just the word “‘Je- 
sus,” the very word “Jehovah” who 
made heaven and the earth, and who bears 
them up by His unaided power, who rides 
upon the stormy sky, and puts a bit into 
the mouth of the raging tempest, how 
shall I, a poor worm of the dust, draw 
nigh to such a God as this? And then we 
hear Him say, it is nothing that you have 
done, it is nothing that you deserve, but 
it is through my great love that you have 
this great protection, “and while we were 
yet sinners Christ died to save us.” A 
shadow is that something that protects 
from the heat, so regardless of how hot 
the devil may try to make it for us, the 
Lord Jesus will shadow us with His great
